7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Memorial Day observance. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise $3000.00 
for maintenance of Trunk Lines. 
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9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise in addition to the amount required by law for 
the support of town library. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to observe Old 
Home Day and appropriate money for same. 

11. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to distribute the inventory blanks at the time they 
examine and appraise the taxable property. 

12. To see if Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for support of Laconia Hospital. 

i4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for repair of highway leading from Chocorua 
Village to the residence of the late Elizabeth Allen. 

15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to ra.se for a Soldiers Monument. 

16. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vot: 
to raise for white pine blister rust extermination. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
the road leading from highway near former C. G. Hoag: 
place to the Pettingill place, so-called. : 

18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for support of a district nurse. 


19. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for widening highway near Ed Amsden place.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Tamworth: 
I herewith submit my sixth annual report as sup- 
erintendent of schools. 


Ten schools are in session and the teachers, as a 
whole, are doing good work. There were few changes 
from last year. It is better for the schools when good 
teachers continue in their positions. Miss Ruth E. 
Fingree who filled the position in the high school for 
four years, left to change her name. We extend con- 
graulations to such an able teacher and admirable 
voung lady. Miss Ethel M. Gilman of Great Hill 
School is taking her year of residence work at Plym- 
outh Normal School. We look for a successful future 
for one who made such a good beginning. The teach- 
ers who remained on duty are appreciated in all faith- 
ul endeavor.

For three years I have urged the securing of a 
school nurse. I am much pleased that we are to have 
one this year for a portion of the time to make the 
inspection and do some follow-up work. I hope there 
may be a dental clinic this spring and, as soon as pos- 
sible, a Toxin Anti-toxin clinic for treatment to pre- 
vent diphtheria. Good bodily health is essential to 
the best mental accomplishment. | 

High School - 


The high school is under the care of Mr. Herman 
W. Pearson, a graduate of Bates College, who is mak- 
ing a good beginning. Of those who finished the work 
last spring, Elva and Grant Floyd, Dexter Remick and 
Lillian Walker went to Quimby High School at Center 
Sandwich; Edward Moody went to Brewster and Phil- 
ip Grace to Madison High School. With fifteen pu- 
pils attending high school outside the town, it is wor- 
thy of consideration whether .Tamworth should not 
have a four-year high school. There is prospect of a 
good entering class next fall. | 

School Property | 

The school property has been improved duying the 
past year. po 

At Chocorua, with income from the trust fund, 
the new work room was sheathed and a hard wood: 
floor laid. A fine piano was also purchased. The 
school district installed a heater and started the grad- 
ing of the yard. 

At Pequaket half the roof was covered. 

South Tamworth schoolhouse was painted outside. 
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Chimneys were repaired at Chocorua and Ben- 
nett’s Corner. 

Furniture in most of the buildings was varnished 
and the floor oiled. 

It is much better to keep the property up by year- 
ly expenditure than to wait till extensive repairs are 
needed. 

For the coming year, I recommend that the grad- 
ing be completed at Chocorua; that Downs Schoolhouse 
be painted inside; that a heater be installed at Whit- 
tier and new adjustable chairs and desks at Downs; 
that a cement floor be laid in the basement at the Cen- 
ter building.

Normal School Students 
It is encouraging to know that three Tamworth 
girls entered Plymouth Normal School last fall—Eliza- 
beth Chamberlain, Doris Fortier and Alice Whiting. 
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These are preparing themselves to be of real service 
in the world in positions where they can _ influence 
character. 

At the time of the World War, one man in every 
six examined was found physically unfit. One man 
in every four drafted was lacking in ab.lity to read and 
write. After learning this, the nation set out to give 
each child a schooling that would make him physic- 
ally fit and qualify him with education for the duties 
of life. We are still working toward that goal. Asa 
nation we have not fully arrived.

Sound Health 

Worthy Home Membership 
Mastery of the three R’s 
Good Citizenship 

Vocational Efficiency 

Wise Use of Leisure 
Training in Good Character 

The nation spends for schools $2,255,251,327. 

The nation spends for tobacco, soft drinks, ice 
cream, candy, chewing gum, theatres, movies and simi- 
lar amusements, jewelry, perfumes, and’ cosmetics, 
sport.ng goods, toys, etc. $6,239,860,000.

As superintendent of schools, I appreciate the wil- 
lingness of Tamworth school board and citizens to sup- 
port the public schools—our great asset.
